International Front: Milwaukee 
newspapers have revealed what one 
pastor can do to awaken people to 
a major moral problem in political 
and international affairs.

D. Avery, pastor of one of Mil- 
waukee’s largest churches, stirred 
things up last fall by a sermon in 
which he stated that American 
military planning for the bombing 
of Russia’s major cities was an un- 
Christian, totally immoral strategy 
and represents “sin written in large 
letters . Such bully talk only 
serves as a whip in the hands of the 
Russian Politburo to drive the 
Russian people to more frenzied 
efforts to destroy us first.” What 
kind of a world will that lead us to, 
asked the courageous pastor. The 
newspapers of Milwaukee used con- 
siderable space trying to answer 
Dr. Avery’s sharp challenge and 
the whole city soon entered into the 
meaningful discussion. Dr. Avery 
submitted statements by Generals 
Bradley and Vandenberg and De- 
fense Secretary Johnson, in which 
they flatly advised the blasting of 
Russia with atomic bombs in case 
of war; and quotations that the 
military planners were estimating 
privately that about 200 bombs 
would be required to destroy the 
81 Russian cities which constitute 
military targets within range of our 
own bases in the Northwest. Dr. 
Avery concluded another sermon 
on the same theme by the challeng- 
ing appeal for America to find in 
its great spiritual and moral re- 
sources something better to offer 
the world in the way of leadership.

HE GOP AND YOU: A sharp political trend is on which goes deep- 

er than polities — and touches all of us. The powers behind the Re- 
publican Party are strongly indicating a rigid swing away from all pro- 
gressivism. Everything being done by the present Administration is 
to be condemned as “socialistic” — and “on the road to communism.” 
A top GOP and financial figure recently described the new platform as 
bold re-affrmation of an unhampered profit system and free enterprise — 
“which gave us the highest standard of living in history If we 
can’t win on that, then the country has already got one foot in hell.” 


IF THAT ATTITUDE PREVAILS, it means that the GOP is 
committing suicide, and we will lose the important counter-balance of 
a wholesome, middle-ground conservatism. But more important — this 
trend reveals that the men who control American industrial 
and financial strength are still wedded to the old line scarce-economy 
concepts. They resent high wages, pensions for workers, Government 


efforts to control big business extremes and are still fighting all three.. 


They hate all suggestions of a greater general social security, Govern- 
ment attempts to improve America’s public health base. 

SCARCE ECONOMY does not offer the voting public a chance 
to support moderate progressive reform measures, administered with the 
emphasis on maintaining all possible individual freedom and initiative, 
in opposition to some unquestioned extremes in the Truman Fair Deal. 
(Even the Tory platform in England recognizes the necessity of social 
progress). The GOP seems determined to go back to the unhaltered 
“free enterprise” of the frenzied 1920’s and the hungry 1930’s. They 
believe in low wages, monopoly controlled production to keep prices 
“stabilized”, to maintain profits, — as the court records of scores of 
yovernment anti-trust suits against leading corporations reveal. The 
fact that the American “standard of living” has included unemployment, 
hunger and desperation for millions of families for years at a time, does 
not figure in this “scarcity” philosophy, for depressions are accepted as 
a “natural ebb and flow.” 

AN AWAKENED POST-WAR AMERICA will not follow such 
a political philosophy again. Our 140 million people not only know that 
nearly half their number live far below the American standard but re- 
member what a Government did to make the wheels of industry buzz 
for war. They will demand the same miracle for peace if the wheels drag 
low again. While there are extreme elements in the Truman program, 
which enlightened conservatism would render a real service in guiding 
and curbing, there is a fundamental soundness in the economic thesis 
the Fair Deal has embraced. High wages, liberal profit-sharing trends 
in business, social security and pensions to keep people assured of the 
future and freer to spend what they have is widely accepted by econo- 
mists as the key to the future of American capitalism. In other words, 
Christian sharing — abundance for the little people — is now accepted 
scientifically as the basis of an expanding capitalistic society. Capital- 
ism must share to survive. Capitalism must become love-for-fellowman 
to survive. 

Consider the fact that the most crucial element in the world’s 
most modern economy centers in the teachings of Jesus — uttered 2000 
years ago!
